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Market 

stalls set 

to return 


A MAJOR push is under way to 
re-launch a Soham market, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

After almost a decade without 
one in the town, and years of camp¬ 
aigning, supporters are confident a 
new market could finally be set up. 

Timothy Clark, Lord of Netherhall Manor, 
in Tanners Lane, has granted permission for 
the first trader to start selling his produce in 
the town. 

Mr Clark told the Weekly News : “I’m the 
only one who can really bring back a market 
in Soham and that is what I’m hoping will 
happen.” 

Fishmonger Billy Davies, from Lowestoft, 
has been selling fresh fish outside the town’s 
Budgens supermarket every Friday for just 
over a year. His brother Joseph had done the 
same for around eight years before that. 

But as of next week, Mr Davies, who runs 
A & B Fresh Fish, will move to Market Street, 
outside Handy Plaice, where the town’s 
regular market once thrived. 

The relocation comes after Budgens, in 
Clay Street, received planning permission to 
build a new fishmongery inside the store. 

Mr Clark, who owns the market rights to 
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Soham and Fordham, has granted perm¬ 
ission for Mr Davies to continue selling in 
the town but by parking his van elsewhere. 

Mr Clark thinks the move could trigger a 
wave of other traders who want to start 
doing the same. He said: “People have been 
trying to re-start a market in the town for 
years but to no avail. I seriously think this 
could be the start of something. 

“The market in Soham died eight years 
ago as things just weren’t good but hopefully 
we could soon see traders selling along 
Market Street again.” 

Mr Davies said he had considered ending 
his trips to Soham, but has now been 
thrown a lifeline by Mr Clark. 

Mr Davies said: “I earn a living from 
selling fish out the back of my van and that 
is what my family and I have been doing in 
Soham for years. 

“Things are really good in Soham and I 
literally sell out every week so I didn’t ever 
want to stop coming but I did consider it.

‘No plans to 
sell off land’ 


EAST Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
is secretly trying to sell 
off a large area of prime 
Ely land, it has been 
claimed. 

Furious market traders have 
contacted the Weekly News 
over rumours that the 
authority plans to “make 
millions” by selling land in 
Barton Road. 

Rumours are rife that land 
near the public car park, where 
the council stores a range of 
items, including market stalls 
and machinery used to move 
them, could be put up for sale. 

Fred Brown, ECDC leader, 
insists there are no plans to 
sell the land “at this stage”. 

But Jane Howell, founder of 
the Support Ely Market camp¬ 
aign - which lobbied to spare 
the market from council 
budget cuts earlier this year - 
remains adamant that the 
council is “slyly” trying to 
make the sale to make up for 
its multi-million pound 
budget shortfall this year. 

She said: “Everyone has 
heard these rumours so soon 
the council is going to have to 
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come clean. 

“The land in Barton Road is 
a prime site which is not really 
used for much so to sell it 
would make sense and we are 
being told that that is Mr 
Brown’s plan. 

“We believe it was the plan 
all along to scrap the markets, 
which would mean there 
would be no need to store the 
stalls and tractor there. 

“The council would then sell 
the land to make millions.” 

A market trader, who did not 
want to be named, said: 
“Everyone on the markets is 
talking about it. 

“As far as we aware, the 
council is definitely looking to 
sell this land. 

“If it wasn’t for the success of 
the campaign we truly think 
this is what would have 
happened.” 

But Mr Brown said Mrs 
Howell and trader should not 
“cotton on” to the rumours. 

He said: “We don’t have any 
plans to sell or develop the 


land at Barton Road at this 
stage. 

“It is an asset to the council 
and is used to store a lot of 
machinery and other items. 

“I can assure people there is 
nothing secretive going on and 
people should not be cott¬ 
oning on to these rumours.” 

The assurance come just 
weeks after a working party 
was set up by ECDC to look at 
the future of the city’s markets. 

The authority has told 
traders that their views will be 
sought and canvassed before 
any decision on the markets’ 
future is made. 

The council suffered a major 
backlash earlier this year when 
the Weekly News revealed 
market traders were set to fall 
victim to ECDC’s savage cost¬ 
cutting drive. 

In a bid to strip £31,000 from 
this year’s budget, the 
authority told traders it would 
no longer provide stalls, or use 
council labour to set them up. 

But ECDC backed down at a 
full council meeting in March 
after receiving the Support Ely 
Market petition with almost 
5,000 signatures against the 
moves.

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Social 
care chief 
resigns 


THE director of children’s 
social care in Cambridge¬ 
shire has quit his post to 
“seek new opportunities”. 

Gordon Jeyes will step 
down on June 30 after five 
years with Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council, it 
was announced this 
week. 

He is currently execut¬ 
ive director for children 
and young people’s ser¬ 
vices. 

The resignation came 
ahead of the publication 
of a serious case review 
into the death of Faith 
Lovemore, from Milton, 
who was six weeks old 
when she was killed by 
her mentally ill mother 
Julia Lovemore. 

But the council said 
there is no connection 
between the case and Mr 
Jeyes’ departure. 

In an email to mem¬ 
bers, chief executive Mark 
Lloyd said Mr Jeyes had 
taken the decision “after 
extremely careful con¬ 
sideration” and wanted to 
“seek new opportunities”. 

Mr Lloyd said: "I am 
sure county councillors 
will join with me in 
wishing Gordon every 
success for the future.” 

Mr Jeyes is planning to 
work as a freelance 
consultant in the private 
sector. 

He led social workers 
through the difficult time 
in the aftermath of the 
Baby P tragedy in Har¬ 
ingey, which put care of 
children across the 
country in the spotlight. 

The scandal triggered a 
rise in the number of 
youngsters being taken 
into care in Cambridge¬ 
shire, with just under 500 
currently being looked 
after by relatives, foster 
families, or in residential 
homes. 

Recruiting social work¬ 
ers has also been a chall¬ 
enge, but the vacancy rate 
of around J3 per cent - 
equivalent to 26 posts - is 
the lowest it has been for 
some time. 


Ink man to see Pink 
with new dream job 
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AN award-winning tattoo 
artist is leaving the flats of 
the Fens for the heights of 
Niagara Falls after secur¬ 
ing his dream job. 

Steve Tucker, who runs Two J9 
Tattoos in Littleport, will be 
emigrating with his whole family 
on May 7. 

The 42-year-old artist, who 
opened the shop two years ago, 
has been offered a job working 
for famous tattoo whiz Carey 
Hart - the husband of chart¬ 
topping American singer Pink. 

Steve, who is self-trained, 
secured the job after a friend 
spotted the vacancy on social 
networking site Facebook. 

Within an hour of submitting 
his portfolio, he had been 
contacted by Carey’s bosses and 
was later offered the job. 

As a result, Steve will be 
upping-sticks and moving out 
there, along with his wife Bonny, 
36, and their three children, 
Libby, J5, Mason, 12, and 7- 
year-old Brad. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
he said: “None of it seems real 
yet. We are all so overwhelmed. 

“It’s hard to describe how we 
feel it’s a mixture of fear and 
excitement but the excitement 
certainly outweighs the fear. 

“This is a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity that we cannot let 
slip away and the kids are 
absolutely ecstatic. 

“What better place to bring up 
your kids than a stone’s throw 
from Niagara Falls?” 

Libby’s boyfriend, Dan Gaw- 
throp, 19, who works with Steve, 
is also making the move. 

Steve, who taught himself 
how to design and ink tattoos 
around eight years ago, will be 
working at world-renowned 
tattoo firm Hart & Huntington’s 
new branch in Niagara Falls, 
Ontario. 

The studio is currently under 



construction and will be ready 
for his arrival next month, where 
he will be working with three 
other artists. 

Hart & Huntington first open¬ 
ed its doors in the Palms Casino, 
Las Vegas, but shortly afterwards 
Carey took over 100 per cent of 
the business. The company is 
now based at the Hard Rock and 
was the centre of the TV reality 
show INKED. 

Although he hasn’t yet met 
Carey, who teamed up with John 
Huntington to launch the 
company in 2004, he’s set to 
meet him ahead of starting in 
the studio. 

The studio will also be form¬ 
ally launched in the summer by 
Pink, once she has completed 
her European tour. 

Steve said: “I’ve been dealing 
with Mike Alfieri, Carey’s busi¬ 
ness manager at the moment, so 
haven’t met him or Pink yet but I 


can’t wait until we do. 

“It just seems surreal to think 
that in a few weeks time we’ll be 
uprooting and living the dream 
out there with Carey Hart as my 
boss. 

“We’re all on a total high about 
it all.” 

But for customers worried 
about the future of Twol9 
Tattoos, Steve is leaving the 
studio in the capable hands of 
Sarah Reed, who is currently an 
artist there. 

Steve said: “There’s no way 
we’d close the Littleport studio. 

“We have put so much time, 
energy and money into making 
it what it is today and thanks to 
our customers we have built up 
a fantastic business. 

“It will be sad to leave our 
friends and family behind, as 
well as the studio, but like I said, 
this opportunity is just too good 
to miss.”

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City centre traders tell 
parked taxis to move on 


TAXI drivers are clogging up 
Ely's city centre by parking 
“wherever they want”. 

That’s the message from shop¬ 
keepers and residents who are calling 
for action. 

Market Street has been identified 
as the main problem area, with 
nearby traders claiming the situation 
is getting out of control. 

A member of staff from Natwest, in 
Market Street, said: “Something 
definitely needs doing about it. 

“Every day there are dozens of taxis 
lined up outside the bank and along 
the street, right outside people’s cafes 
and shops. 

“The number of customers we 
have complaining that they haven’t 
been able to get down the road 
properly or that they’ve had to dodge 
taxis to get inside the bank is unreal. 

“Surely the fact they also clog the 
entrance to Market Place is an issue 
with emergency vehicles too?” 

Disabled Ely resident Arthur Cutter, 
68, is also demanding action. He said: 
“These drivers seem to have no rules 
to stick to and just park wherever they 
want and wait there, often for ages. 

“Every time I drive or walk down 
Market Street it’s a matter of dodging

taxis, which isn’t easy when you’re on 
crutches. 

“There should be rules in place that 
restrict them from hogging the roads 
and, often at times, pavements.” 

The issue has been raised at the Ely 
Neighbourhood Panel meetings and 
police are aware. 

But the manager of Costa Coffee, 
located just off Market Street, thinks 
people are exaggerating. 

He said: “We’ve never had a comp¬ 
laint from a customer about it. 

“In fact, I think it’s good that the 
taxis are always in Market Street 
because people know where to go 
when they need a taxi then.” 

Pc Dennis Williams, based in Ely, 
said: “We are aware of various parking 
issues within Ely city centre where 
taxis are concerned.

And to finish, 
a few facts... 

Sir, I thought long and hard about 
whether I should pen a response to 
Lib Dem councillor Neil Morrison’s 
letter in your paper (And that’s my 
final word... Letters, April 1). I was 
concerned that it may just appear as 
a political tit-for-tat response. 
Nevertheless, I concluded that a few 
facts may not go amiss. 

In 1993 the council had capital 
reserves of £24,917,000 after 
establishing Hereward Housing. By 
the end of the “independent” control 
in 1999 this had been run down to 
£13.5m. Four years of Liberal 
Democrat control drove the reserves 
down to under £6m and the level of 
council tax was increased by 86.6%. 
Their budget in 2003, agreed before 
the local elections, planned to further 
reduce these reserves to £2,158,000 
by March 2006 with a further 
reduction of £800,000 per annum 
thereafter on unfunded equipment 
replacements and grants that should 
have come from revenue. 
Conservative budgets have moved 
grants and depreciation accounts to 
the revenue account financed 
annually from council tax, together 
with £270,000 a year from revenue to 
support the capital budget before the 
recession hit everyone. 

The influence of the minority 
Conservative group elected in 2003 
was vital in stabilising this situation. 
The audited accounts of the council 
show combined reserves of 
£5,856,133 in March 2006 and three 
years later in March 2009 of 
£4,235,087 after spending a little over 
£lm on the Angel Drove car park, 
£350,000 on the 15-acre site at 
Downham Road and £650,000 on 
acquiring total control of the E-space 
facilities at Ely and Littleport. 

Over the last year there has been a 
dramatic collapse in income to the 
council. Interest on balances has 
collapsed as interest rates have 
plummeted from earning 6.5 per cent 
to under 1 per cent (£750,000 plus). 
Planning application fees, building 
control income and Land Search fees, 
amongst others, have been 
decimated. Overall, the council has 
had to find £1.65 million (15 per cent 
of the council’s budget, equivalent to 
a 45 per cent increase in council tax) 
in order to balance the budget. This 
has been a demanding task and the 
certain knowledge that many 
individuals would be adversely 
effected by the numerous and varied 
decisions necessary should not be 
under-estimated. 

At the risk of prolonging this letter I 
would respond to Cllr Morrison’s 
itemised points as follows: 

■ The Angel Drove car park was never 
expected to be fully utilised until 
2014. It is continuing to meet its 
occupancy and income expectations 
and with the current low interest 
rates is making a significantly greater 
contribution to the council taxpayer 
than could have been expected from 
the interest; 

■ Those who recollect the proposal 
to move the council offices will know 
that this was supported by eight 
Liberal Democrats voting for it in 
February 2005, only to change their 
minds in October 2005 (a 
procrastination that cost almost 
£200,000 of taxpayers’ money) after 
the scheme was approved by 
inclusion of the balance of the 30- 
plus acre commercial site financed by

a £3m government grant: a dramatic 
change of heart in the face of 
common sense that seemed to have 
been made for narrow party political 
electioneering reasons just as they 
called a by-election for the county 
council seat in Ely; 

■ I remember more clearly than most 
the debacle over the first issue of the 
Ely Masterplan. I wish there had been 
an independent judgement on the 
assertions made by Cllr Morrison and 
others that the original process was 
either unconstitutional or illegal, but, 
to my knowledge, no such document 
exists. However, I do have 
documentary evidence that the 
Standards Board for England 
categorically made no judgement on 
the matter. They certainly spent 
nearly nine months and more than 
£25,000 of taxpayers’ money on an 
investigation that cleared me of the 
vexatious and erroneous allegations 
made against me. 

■ In the matter of councillors’ 
allowances, I seem to recollect that 
the overwhelming majority of 
councillors of all colours voted to 
accept the recommendations of the 
independent Pay Review Body. Just a 
few of us abstained. I am pleased that 
allowances have since been frozen for 
the coming year. 

I am entirely confident that if it had 
not been for the diligence of the 
Conservative group on the council for 
the last seven years, the finances 
would have been in a disastrous state. 
I can well remember Cllr Morrison 
berating me years ago, stating that 
people wanted to pay more taxes! I 
shall continue to believe that the vast 
majority of people want decent 
public services at the lowest possible 
cost in taxes and I am sure that this 
will continue to be the guiding 
beacon for Conservatives throughout 
the country.

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New play area hit 
by ‘mindless’ yobs 


A PLAY area being built as part 
of the ambitious Ely Country 
Park plans has been vandalised 
- just weeks after work started. 

Repairmen at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council have had to fix new 
equipment in Pocket Park, near 
Riverside, before the area has even 
been formally opened. 

The new playground is being 
constructed as part of the country 
park’s phase one development. 

During the consultation period for 
the proposals, a number of residents 
raised fears about the new equipment 
and other facilities in the scheme being 
purposely damaged. 

One horrified Ely resident, Sarah 
Dyer, of Henley Way, was out with her 
5-year-old daughter and her friend 
when she witnessed the vandalism 
going on. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, she 
said: “Our trip was marred by a large 
group of older children who not only 
did not appear to even consider the 
likelihood that my daughter might 
want to have a go on the swing, but 
seemed hell bent on destroying the 
facility before it has even been 
finished. 

“Several of the kids, who were old

enough to be described as young adults 
but who were not behaving like them, 
were running up the sides of the slide 
mound and in the case of one person, 
riding up it on a bike.” 

Mrs Dyer was so furious she decided 
to confront the vandals. 

She said: “I suggested that the reason 
why they were sliding so much on the 
muddy sides of the mound was 
because it was not finished but there 
was no response. These people just 
can’t see the value of anything provided 
for the general good, and wreck it for 
themselves as well as everyone else. 

“The language, smoking and refer¬ 
ences to under-age drinking just made 
me feel sad.” 

The district council confirmed 
equipment in the park had been 
vandalised. 

A spokesman said: “We were notified 
by the police of an incident which took 
place over the bank holiday weekend. 

“Thankfully this mindless act of 
vandalism only caused minor damage 
which is now being repaired as we work 
to open the new play area later in the 
month.”

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‘Careless drivers are 
putting lives at risk* 


MOTORISTS parking “dang¬ 
erously” are putting villagers’ 
lives at risk. 

That’s the message from irate 
residents in Sutton who are 
demanding action to stop drivers 
parking carelessly outside their 
homes. Villagers say problem areas 
include Windmill Walk, Lawn Lane 
and Steward’s Lane. 

They say drivers are clogging up 
their roads “both day and night” 
with cars, trucks and even lorries.

are aware of issues with parking in 
Windmill Walk and other areas in 
Sutton and they have been raised at 
local neighbourhood panel 
meetings. However, there is nothing 
we can really do as an authority.” 

Cambridgeshire police insists the 
force is taking action. A 
spokeswoman said: “Parking 
problems along Windmill Walk and 
neighbouring streets have been 
raised at local neighbourhood panel 
meetings. 

“PCSOs have been issuing 
warnings to drivers who have been 
obstructing the roads, followed by 
tickets where vehicles are still being 
parked in an inconsiderate manner. 

“Officers are continuing to take 
enforcement action where it is 
needed, but would rather residents 
park more considerately for one 
another.” 

A spokeswoman for Sutton Parish 
Council said the council is now 
looking at what it can do to help.

Warning as 
thefts from 
cars go up 


BEAUTY spots across the 
south of Cambridgeshire 
are being targeted by 
thieves.

THERE must be “immediate 
changes” to the way overseas 
doctors working shifts in the 
NHS are vetted, MPs have 
said. 

In a damning report, the Health 
Select Committee called for rapid 
improvements to the way English 
language competency is checked 


among GPs who travel to the UK for 
work. 

An inquest in February criticised 
the current out-of-hours arrange¬ 
ments following the death of patient 
David Gray, of Manea, in 2008. 

He was killed when German doctor 
Daniel Ubani administered 10 times 
the normal dose of diamorphine. 

Dr Ubani admitted being exhausted 


after getting only a couple of hours 
sleep before starting his shift in the 
UK, and said he was confused about 
the difference between drugs used 
here and in Germany. 

The General Medical Council (GMC) 
is prevented by law from checking the 
language skills of medics or fully asses¬ 
sing their competency. 

The report said: “If the GMC had 


been able to check the language skills 
and clinical competence of European 
Economic Area (EEA) doctors, wishing 
to practise as GPs, lives might have 
been saved.” 

MPs called for strategic health 
authorities, which oversee primary 
care trusts, to ensure they are doing 
their job, with help from the Care 
Quality Commission.

Legend pays 
to Hollywood 


TWO things immediately surprise me about 
Debbie Reynolds. The first is when she picks up 
the phone at her Beverley Hills home and says 
“Hello Paul, thank you for calling”, before I’ve 
even introduced myself. The second is when 
she launches into an apology for something - a 
mix-up over interview slots - that wasn’t her 
fault. 

For any journalist familiar with the bruising PR machine 
of today’s movie industry, this throwback to a gentler, more 
courteous Hollywood age is disarming. But then, 

Hollywood did everything differently in Debbie’s day. 

“I was lucky to live in the golden age of Hollywood,” 

says the 78-year-old. 
“We had great studios 
behind us and we had 
people producing a 
variety of great films 
for us; we had 
gangster films, 
westerns, comedies 
... they weren’t all 
just science fiction and 
shoot ’em ups. We 
had more romantic 
films - more beautiful 
films.” 

The Debbie 
Reynolds Story would 
have made quite a 
picture in itself, back in 
those days. Born Mary 
Frances Reynolds in El 
Paso, Texas, in 1932, 
she endured hard 
times after father 


As she brings her variety show to 
Cambridge, the Hollywood legend Debbie 
Reynolds tells Paul Kirkley about the 
highlights and lowlights of 60 years in 
showbusiness. 

Raymond, a carpenter, lost his job and the family home 
at the height of the Great Depression. Having found work 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad, Raymond moved the 
family to California, where 16-year-old ‘Frannie’ entered the 
Miss Burbank beauty pageant, wowing the judges by lip- 
synching to Betty Hutton’s I’m A Square in the Social 
Circle. This being California, two of the judges happened to 
be talent scouts for Warner Brothers and MGM. A coin was 
tossed in order to decide who would be the first to screen 
test the new Miss Burbank; the Warner’s scout won, and 
Frannie signed a $65-a-week contract with the studio, 
where Jack Warner changed her first name to Debbie. 

Debbie Reynolds made her screen debut as a teenage 
extra in June Bride (1948). Further supporting roles 
followed but, when the studio decided she was too young 
to be properly developed, MGM stepped in and signed her 
to its standard seven-year, $300-a-week contract. 
“Everything happened like a story - like a fairytale,” recalls 
Debbie. “And then I fell into this fast lane of showbusiness. I 
was only 16; I knew nothing about showbusiness - nothing 
about acting and nothing about dancing or singing. To go 
from nothing to something glamorous and fabulous, I had 
to immediately study very hard.” 

The adventure intensified in 1951 when studio head 
Louis B Meyer instructed director Stanley Donen to cast 
Debbie as the female lead in a new musical, Singin’ In The 
Rain, alongside Gene Kelly and Donald O’Connor. Half a 
century later, the film stands as one of the most successful, 
best-loved movies of all time.

“Gene Kelly says he insisted on having me, but I don’t 
believe that story,” says Debbie. “I remember Mr Meyer 
pushing me. He was the man who put me in Singin’ In The 
Rain. But Mr Kelly taught me. He taught me everything - 
how to act, how to dance, how to turn and face the 
camera, how to smile for the camera. He was quite a 
disciplinarian but he was a great teacher and I’m still 
around because of him.” 

By the mid-1950s, Debbie was one of Hollywood’s 
most bankable stars. Her romance with pop idol Eddie 
Fisher captured the imagination of the world; the Brangelina 
of their day, the couple married in 1955 and, the following 
year, Debbie gave birth to a daughter, Carrie, followed in 
1958 by a son, Todd. 

Shortly afterwards, Eddie Fisher’s best friend, Mike 
Todd, was killed in a plane crash. The singer spent a lot of 
time comforting Todd’s widow, Elizabeth Taylor, and the 
couple’s subsequent love affair became one of the biggest 
showbiz scandals of the age. 

Thus 1959 proved a year of extraordinary personal and 
professional contrasts for Debbie: she was ranked fifth 
among the world’s top box office stars, yet had to suffer 
losing her husband to “the most beautiful woman in the 
world”. How would she describe her life at that time? 
“Turbulent!” she laughs. 

While the 60s saw her moving into television, she 
continued her film career with the likes of historical epic 
How The West Was Won and then, in 1964, she received 
an Oscar nomination for her title role in The Unsinkable 
Molly Brown, a musical biopic of the American socialite 
and Titanic survivor. 

As the 60s turned into the 70s, Debbie could see 
Hollywood’s golden age slipping away, and hit upon a plan 
to try to preserve a piece of it, purchasing thousands of 
items from an MGM auction with a view to building The 
Hollywood Motion Picture Museum. But disaster struck 
when her second husband, shoe store millionaire Harry

Karl, was forced to file for insolvency. 

“When my husband went bankrupt and lost everything, 
in California it’s community property so they fined me $10 
million and it took me 10 years to pay off that debt,” says 
Debbie, matter-of-factly. “So I’ve had to work constantly to 
survive and rebuild my own financial situation.” 

That bankruptcy has come to define Debbie’s life, to a 
greater or lesser extent, ever since. As well as appearing in 
films, on television and on Broadway, she has spent many 
years tirelessly performing her one-woman variety show at 
venues across the States. 

“In America, I travel 42 weeks of the year,” she says. 
“I’ve been on stage 62 years: movies first and then 
nightclubs and theatre.” And now, for the first time in 
almost four decades, Debbie is bringing her latest show, 
Alive and Fabulous, to the UK, including a date at 
Cambridge Corn Exchange later this month. “It’s a variety 
show. I do a little bit of everything - we run clips from my 
films and I sing along. We do a tribute to Judy Garland, 
who was a great friend of mine, and I do impressions. I 
was lucky to get to meet all the great stars -1 worked with 
Bette Davis and Katharine Hepburn and Mae West and 
Marlene Dietrich, and I do impressions of all of them.”

T HE songs and sparkle 
of London’s West End

Bliss sees a flyer for roller 
derby trials and secretly attends 
the tryout in Austin for league 
underdogs, the Hurl Scouts.

Shortcuts to propagating 
perfect plants and flowers 


B BC Gardeners'World 
regular Carol Klein 
has been busy taking 
basal cuttings to increase 
her collection of 
perennials, including 
delphiniums, lupins and 
phlox. 

She points out that the beauty 
about basal cuttings is that plants 
can be cloned exactly in this way, 
to give a new plant the exact 
characteristics of its parent, 
whereas if they are grown from 
seed they often lose the special 
traits for which they are valued, 
reverting to the straight species. 

Carol says: “Taking basal 
cuttings is incredibly easy. You 
can take them from plants which 
are really difficult to divide or are 
grown from seed. The best time 
to take basal cuttings is from the 
new growth in spring.” 

Carol hopes her new book 
about propagation, Grow Your 
Own Garden, will encourage 
gardeners who have up to now 
been either too scared or too 
busy to have a go. 

She adds: “It’s hugely satisfying. 
The very first time you get a 
cutting to root and then you grow 
it into a big plant, the feeling is 
like nothing else.

“You can collect seeds from 
many plants which will become 
reasonably true, but if you take 
basal cuttings it means you get 
an exact replica of the parent.” 

She has taken basal cuttings 
from many hardy plants as well 
as dahlia - once the plants have 
started growing in spring. 

“Pot them up, water them well 
and keep them in a warm place 
like a greenhouse or warm 
windowsill, which must be bright 
or the shoots will become long 
and stringy. 

“When the dahlias have made 
three or four inches of growth, 
take a sharp knife like a veg knife 
and push it in between the strong 
shoot and the crown of the plant, 
cutting without damaging the 
tuber.” 

An older plant should give you 
a handful of strong cuttings 


which you should then re-pot, 
preferably in a clay pot. 

“I always put my dahlia 
cuttings into clay pots because I 
find they root much more easily 
because clay’s a natural material, 
the pots are porous and that 
earthiness seems to encourage 
roots to form.” 

Evenly space about five 
cuttings around the edge of a 
15cm (5in) pot filled with gritty 
compost. Carol uses chopsticks 
to make the hole in the compost 
to house the cuttings. Plant them 
in so there’s around an inch of 
cutting below the surface, then 
water them well with a fine rose 
on your watering can. 

“Drench the compost so it will 
settle the compost and cuttings 
down, make sure there are no air 
pockets and put them in as warm 
a place as you have,” she 
explains. 

Some people make little tents 
for the cuttings out of clear 
plastic bags, but Carol says if you 
save a tall punnet from the 
supermarket you can make a 
mini greenhouse out of that or 
use a shower cap to cover them to 
create an environment to retain 
moisture. Just make sure the 
cover is not in contact with the 
foliage or it may rot. Heated 
propagators will probably take a 


couple of weeks off the rooting 
time. 

“Make sure the foliage doesn’t 
dry out, so spray it with a fine 
mist from time to time. It will 
take about a month for the 
cuttings to root without any 
bottom heat.” 

When roots appear from the 
hole in the bottom of the pot, re¬ 
pot each cutting, knocking them 
out of the pot carefully and re¬ 
potting each one into their own 
pot. 

She says: “You can plant the 
cuttings later on in the summer 
or carry on growing them on in 
pots and they’ll make decent¬ 
sized tubers and when they die 
down in the autumn, you’ll have 
a good amount of tuber under 
the soil. 

“If you put the young plants 
into the garden, be sure to lift 
them before it gets frosty. They 
might flower the first year but I’d 
take the flowers off because you 
want the strength to be directed 
to the tuber under the ground. 

“Propagating is enormously 
exciting, hugely rewarding and 
each time you do it you re-affirm 
the primacy of the earth and the 
plants that grow in it.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

□ Turn off water. 

□ Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

Lock all doors. 

Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

CAR manufacturers are 
continuing to step into 
the scrappage breach, 
bidding to make buyers 
an offer they can’t 
refuse. 

Now that the £2,000 
Government incentive is 
over, money-off tempters 
continue to roll in from 
some of the biggest 
manufacturers in a bid to 
make the short-term sales 
spurt a permanent one. 

Kia was knocking up to 
£2,000 off certain models 
ordered by the end of 
March, while Vauxhall came 
with a new, entry-level, 
model in every one of its car 
ranges that offered 
motorists a good value 
alternative. 

Nissan, which did well out 
of the scrappage scheme, is 
continuing with the £2,000 
lure - provided buyers have 
a car aged seven years or 


older to trade in, and only if 
they go for a British-built 
Nissan. 

Ford contributed to the 
growing list of unprece¬ 
dented price cuts - that is, 
big cuts without the aid of 
official help - by making 
seasonal discounts perman¬ 
ent. 

The Blue Oval’s models 
are now anything up to 15 
per cent cheaper than they 
were at the beginning of 
2010 . 

Now it is the turn of US 
brand Chevrolet, which is 
offering customers at least 
£2,000 for their old cars, if 
the vehicle is aged between 
six and 10 years old. 

This incentive is available 
on most Chevrolet models. 
The firm’s new switch and 
save promotion, like the 
Nissan offer, runs until lune 
30. 

The Chevrolet models 
covered by the £2,000 offer 


exclude the Spark and 
Matiz, but include the Cruze 
family saloon, which has a 
five-star safety rating, and 
the Captiva sports utility 
vehicle. 

There’s just one stipu¬ 
lation attached to the trade- 
in motors - drivers must 
have owned their car since 
before lanuary 1 this year. 

“We want to show 
customers that, even though 
the scrappage scheme has 
ended, Chevrolets still offer 
enormous value for money,” 
says the firm’s UK managing 
director, Mark Terry 

“With switch and save, we 
can reward those who may 
not have been able to take 
advantage of scrappage 
because their old car wasn’t 
old enough.”
